Carlot movement of ve- 
getables so far this year ex- 
ceeds the movement for the 
same period last season by 
approximately 25 percent— 
2,574 for present season 
compared to 2,072 for the 
64-65 fall season to date. 

With 16 percent more 
acreage in corn, and ten pe:- 
cent in celery, than by the 
same date in '64, these ma- 
jor crops account for more 
than half the total carlot 
movement from the Glades 
this fall season. 

‘The corn movement to 
date, this year, is 974 car- 
lots compared to 662 last 
year, with early harvest 
fair in quality and yield. 
Both are improving as the 
season advance. 

Celery plantings are a- 
bout ten percent above last 
year, with carlot shipments 
to date 485 to 531 last year 
Sizes have been small, but 
the yield per acre із in- 
creasing with prices from 
$3 to $3.50. The yield so 
far this year according to 
the USDA crop reports 
stands at 528 compared with 
average annual yield at a- 
round 700 crates per acre.

Advent Services Underway 
At Lutheran Church

minded by these living 
flames of the approach of 
the day of Christ's birth.

Who Is Better ? 


BELLE GLADE, FLORIDA is the geographical and 
business activity CENTER of the 760,000-acre Agricul- 
tural Area on the east and southern shores of Lake 
Okeechobee, which produces annually vegetables, beef 
and sugar of approximately $100 million in value. 

Celery, sweet corn, radish and leafy items provide 
major quantity of the more than two dozen varieties 
of winter vegetables shipped in more than 30,000 car- 
lots annually, with a payroll of $20 million.

herd by the Duda Cooperative, The $10 million annual 
beef animal seles are anticipated to be a reality very 
shortly. 

The Florida Recreation Commission has adopted 
the 2,000-acre Lake Okeechobee Recreation Center in 
it's statewide plan, and a $70,000 addition and improve- 
ment project is under way at the Belle Glade Marina 
where more than 100 campers are enjoying the water 
skiing, boating, swimming and fishing available today 
(Dec. 1st, 1965), with more spaces available 

The Hoover Dike around Lake Okeechobee is over- 
passed by the public roadway to the Recreation Cen- 
te. , 

Twenty-seven churches afford religious activity for 
citizens and visitors. 

Two high schools and six elementary schools serve 
more than 5,000 pupils. Belle Glade High and Lake 
Shore High each is the champion for the '65 season of 
their respective conferences in football. 

A 115-bed modern hospital is in operation at Belle 
Glade. 

Civic and fraternal organizations are active in the 
area. 
Belle Glade's annual average temperaturé of 74 de- 
grees and rainfall of 57 inches makes the climate en- 
joyabl for the inhabitants and attractive to the visitor.

Since the new Department of Housing and Urban 
Affairs will be headed by a Secretary with Cabinet 
status, it might be well to speculate on the long-range 
effect on federal-state-local relations. 

Will this action, along with the mandatory reap- 
portionment.of state and national legislative dis- 
tricts, help silence the voices of the small towns and 
rural areas in state and national legislatures? Will 
this move increasingly solidify federal intervention 
into problems once considered the sole province of 
city and state? 

Only time will tell. However, it does seem that 
the quickest way to solve local problems, to create 
homes of dignity and neighborhoods of pride, 
would be to give the cities tax sourtes now pre- 
empted by the federal government ‘and let them 
solve their own problems. 

It is ludicrous even to assume, that a Washing- 
ton bureaucrat is in a better position to judge what 
is good for the local commiunity—today and tomor- 
row—than astute leading citizens of the community. 

However, because it is sometimes difficult to ob- 
tain the necessary finances locally for community 
betterment, the temptation to run down to Washing- 
ton for the funds seems to be the easy way out, even 
though the community many times loses control of 
civic projects іп the process. 

The fallacy of permitting more and more control 
of government to be centralized in Washington will 
become clearer in the days ahead. It is hoped that 
this community will weigh carefully the conse- 
quences, and will decide accordingly.
